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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Joseph G. Seeber, Reg. No. 27,719, on 6/19/2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: starting in line 19 change "falling" 
to -located--, in line 20 change "a supporting column" to -the supporting column--, and 
in line 26 change "the delivery window" to -a delivery window-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applicant 
has amended the claim to include distinguishing elements to the structure of the 
automatic flower selling equipment that are not suggested or taught by the prior art. The 
supporting structure of the claimed invention includes two independent elements which 
are the supporting tray and the distribution ring. These elements in combination with 
their respective locations, as claimed, and the functions they provide along with the rest 
of the claim language distinguish the apparatus from the prior art.
